Bright  is  a  word  derived  iron  the  Anglo-Saxon  language 
{beorght,  bryht),  meaning  "radiant ,  brilliant,  shining, 
sparkling,"  eto .  The  surnur.10  Bright  originated,  like  many  other 
family  names,  from  what  was  at  first  a  Christian  or  baptismal 
one.  Thus,  the  personal  name  Bright  c*tme  to  have  the  meaning: 
nthe  son  of  Bright."  In  early  English  records,  the  rune  is  found 
in  various  forms,  as  Brighto  ,  Bryght ,  Jrite ,  Bricht,  Brecht,  etc. 
It  was  often  used  combined,  as  an  affix  or  suffix,  to  form  such 
names  as  Brightwen,  or  Albrecht  (now  Albert).  Bee  "a  Dictionary 
of  English  and  Welsh  Surnames,"  by  Charles  T.  B.  .nrdsley,  London, 
1901 . 

There  were  Brights  in  England  from  early  time  s  .  Bards  ley 
mentions  those  of  the  name  (in  combined  forms)  in  County  Suffolk) 
at  the  time  of  "Doomsday  Bock"  (the  census  or  landowners '  list, 
taken  by  command  of  William  of  ilormun^y  when  he  conquered  England 
in  1066  ii.  D. )  .  The  Hundrud  Bulls,  1B73  a.D„,  list  a  number  of 
Brights,  including  a  uervey  Brito,  in  County  bcrfolk,  and  a 
William  Bricht,  in  County  Norfolk  •  Lany  more  ^rights  are  to  be 
found  in  early  English  records. 

Although  our  branch  of  the  family  traces  its  earliest 
authentic  history  to  one  Christoph  Brecht,,  born  1591,  leudorff, 
Germany,  it  is  supposed  that  at  some  more  ancient  period,  the 
family  was  domiciled  in  England .  One  of  the  reasons  for  this 
belief  is  a  general  tradition  which  has  come  down  in  the  family 
from  the  first  Bright  in  America,  that  his  ancestor  went  from 
England  to  Germany,  whence  he  fled  to  save  his  life,  because  of 
political  or  religious  beliefs  adverse  to  these  in  power  in 
England . 

The  name  was  spelled  "Brecht"  in  Germany;  michael  Brecht, 
Sr.,  the  Emigrant,  spelled  it  that  way,  but  his  sen,  Lichaol, 
signed  himself  as  liirheol  Bright*  Judge  Alb  or  t  Gall?  tin  Green, 
in  his  paper  on  the  Bright  family  pr upared  for  the  Aorks  County, 
Ponns  ylvaniu ,  Historical  Society,  in  c  omment  ing  on  this  change , 
bays:  "The  original  spoiling  uf  the  name  was  "Brecht.®  *  .  • 

The  first  usage  of  the  word  Bright  I  find  in  the  signature  of 
Die  ha  el,  third  son  of  I.iichaol,  the  Elder.  .  ,  „  'Why,  in  Angli¬ 
cizing  the  word  nrocht,  it  took  the  form  Aright  is  not  cluar. 

The  word,  nrecht  is  net  tu  be  found  in  the  German  lexicon*,  •  •  . 

It  is  not  unlikuly  that  the  Bright  f family  of  England  may  have 
been  descended  from  the  Brechts  of  Germany  and  that  this  change 
in  the  name  was  known  to  the  emigrant *s  family,"  ("Historical 
Sketch  of  the  Brights  Fooily,"  prepared  at  the  request  of  the 
Historical  Society  of  Berks  County,  Pa.,  by  Albert  Ga  11a  bin 
Gr cun ,  1900,) 
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A1ICE3TRY  OP  HEHKY  BRIGHT, SR. 

Henry  Bright,  Sr.,  founder  of  the  Bright  family  of  Lincoln 
County,  Kentucky,  came  to  Kentuoky  when  a  young  nan  from  Perm- 
syl vania,  where  he  was  born  in  1760.  He  was  the  oldest  of  ten 
children  of  John  Breoht  (Bright)  and  Margaret  Schaeffer,  his 
wife.  One  of  the  first  entries  in  the  old  book  of  the  Reformed 
Church  of  Schaeffers town,  Pennsylvania,  records  the  baptism,  on 
November  24,  1760,  of  ""Henry,  son  of  John  Brecht  and  wife,  with 
sponsors  Alexander  Schaeffer  and  wife*  (See  Biographical  Sketch 
of  Alexander  Schaeffer,  further  on.) 

Henry  Bright,  Sr.,  was  a  third-generation  Amerioan,  his 
grandfather a  Ilichaol  Brecht,  the  Elder,  having  emigrated  tc 
America  from  the  Palatinate  in  1726,  and  settling  first  at  Ger¬ 
man  town,  Pennsylvania ,  msirriod  1L728 ,  l.Iurgareta,  daughter  cf 
Jacob  Simone,  rocontly  emigrated  from  France. 

Regarding  the  family  cf  our  ancestor,  the  late  Judge  £reen, 
in  his  work  previously  mentioned,  states: 

"It  is  not  often  that  a  family  is  so  fortunate  as  to  trace 
its  romoto  ancestors  beyond  the  first  immigration.  But  in  the 
case  of  the  Bright  family,  by  the  recent  efforts  of  George  D. 
Bright,  a  groat-great-grandson  of  the  emigrant's  eldest  son, 
Jacob,  the  dusty  and  mutilated  records  of  the  Lutheran  Churah 
at  Sohrie3shelu  have  been  aarefully  searched  at  some  expense. 
From  them  it  appears  that  a  certain  Christoph  Brecht  died  there 
in  1665,  at  the  age  of  74,  and  his  wife,  Anna,  in  1683,  at  the 
age  of  85,  and  had  removed  thither  from  IJeudcrff,  whore  he  was 
born  in  1591. 

"The  sumo  records  further  disclose  that  Christoph  Brecht 
had  a  son  named  Balthuser,  born  in  1636,  who  was  married  on  the 
24th  of  August,  1658,  to  Anna  Llargareta  Chris tnan;  that  he  was 
a  councilman  and  aluonor  of  tho  town;  and  had  14  children,  and 
that  his  doath  occurred  September  9,  1703,  at  the  age  of  67. 

Of  tho  14  children,  tho  third  was  named  Johannes.  He  was  born 
October  12,  1662,  and  was  married  July  29,  1684,  to  Anna  Katha¬ 
rine,  daughter  of  Hans  Yost  Hoffman,  a  councilman  of  the  vil¬ 
lage.  Among  the  children  of  Johannes  Breoht  was  one  named 
Johann  Michael,  who  was  born,  says  the  ohuroh  record,  Lay  30, 
1706,  and  who  had  sponsor  at  his  baptism  H^rns  Lichael  Hoffbon*. 

It  would  appear  that  Johann  Lichael  dropped  his  prenomen,  prob¬ 
ably  to  distinsuih  him  from  his  father,  Johannes,  as  he  wras 
known  after  he  left  his  home  for  America  only  as  Lichael  Breoht. 
This  Michael  Brecht  was  the  emigrant  whu  first  settled  at  Gor- 
mantowno1’ 

Soon  after  his  arrival  in  America,  Michael  Brecht  moved 
on  westward,  to  the  fertile  valley  of  the  Lebanon,  settling  in 
tho  locality  known  as  Heidelberg  Township,  near  the  present  town 
of  Sohuef ferstown •  There  he  acquired  land ,  engaged  in  the 
occupation  of  farming,  which  proved  prosperous.  He  and  his  wife

raised  a  family  of  ten  children,  all  of  whom  married  and  went  tc 
establish  homes  of  their  own.  His  children  having:  scattered,  in 
1762,  Michael  Breoht  sold  his  estate,  but  continued  to  reside  in 
Sohaof ferstown  until  after  the  death  of  his  wife  in  1770.  About 
1782,  he  removed  to  Heading,  Pa,,  where  two  of  his  sons  were 
living.  There  he  lived  until  hi 3  death,  which  ocourred  on  Sep¬ 
tember  13,  1794,  at  the  ripe  age  of  CO. 

Miohael  Hrecht  was  a  naturalised  citizen,  he  having  appeared 
before  the  Supremo  Court  of  Pennsylvania  cn  September  14,  1744, 
and  subscribed  to  the  oaths  required.  The  lists  of  persons  taking 
the  Oath  of  Allegiance,  1777-78,  in  Schaeffer  s town  and  vicinity, 
include  the  names  of  John  Hrecht,  his  two  sons,  Jacob  and  John, 
and,  his  brother-in-law,  Alexander  Schaeffer  .

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ANCESTRY  OF  HENRY  BRIGHT,  SR. 
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ALEXANDER  SCHAEFFER,  born  at  VAirtenturg,  Germany,  January  6, 
1712;  died  in  Pennsylvania,  April  10,  1706 j.  emigrated  to  America 
with  his  wife,  Anna  Engel;  arrived  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  in  the 
ship  nRobort  and  Alice”,  September  11,  1738.  He  settled  in  the 
Lebanon  Valley,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  present  town  of  Schaeffer s~ 
town  (named  for  him,  as  its  founder  )  .  In  1758,  he  bought  a  tract 
of  land  in  Heidelbrug  Township,  and  laid  out  city  lots,  and  sys¬ 
tem!  cully  planned  the  town  which  after  his  death  came  to  be  known 
as  Schaeffer  shewn .  He  subscribed  to  the  Oaths  to  the  Government 
in  1738;  he  took  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  in  1777  .

YVhen  Henry  Bright,  Sr*,  came  to  Kentucky,  it  was  mostly  a 
wilderness,  filled  with  Indians  and  wild  animals.  Only  a  few 
permanent  settlements  of  civilized  inhabitants  existed;  one  of  the 
first  of  these  was  at  St,  Asaph's  Spring,  one  mile  from  the  pres- 
ont  town  of  Stanford;  it  was  established  by  Gen,  Ben  Logan,  in  the 
year  1775, 

Kentucky  (then  a  part  of  Virginia)  had  been  opened  to  civil¬ 
ized  habitation  by  the  daring  explorations  and  trail-blazing  of 
Daniel  Boone  and  his  companions,  Boone  was  born  in  Pennsylvf  nia 
near  the  city  of  Heading,  and  a  boyhood  companion  is  said  to  have 
been  a  neighbor  youngster,  George  Bright  (1732-1769),  The  latter 
supposedly  accompanied  Boone  in  his  incursions  into  Kentucky,  and 
was  there  killed  by  the  Indians  in  1769,  This  George  Bright  was 
an  uncle  of  cur  ancestor,  Henry  Bright,  the  Pioneer, 

Henry  Bright,  Sr,,  car.io  to  Lincoln  County,  Va.,  and  settled 
in  the  vicinity  of  "Logan's  Port."  The  date  of  his  arrival  is  not 
known,  but  it  was  supposedly  some  years  prior  to  his  .inrriege  - 
one  of  the  first  recorded  in  Lincoln  County  -  in  1785,  He  married 
Elizabeth  Pope,  daughter  of  George  and  Christina  Pope,  on  January 
3,  1785. 

"The  Pioneer"  Bright  formed  Bright's  Settlement,  around  the 
old  Bright  farm,  where  resided  Henry  Bright,  Sr,,  his  family  and 
children,  and  their  kin.  The  location  is  in  the  northern  part  of 
present  bounds  of  Lincoln  County,  near  the  Garrard  County  line, 
the  prosent  village  of  Hubble,  Kentucky,  Henry  Bright,  Sr.,  lived 
to  the  extraordinarily  ripe  age  of  98  years,  and  is  buried  on  the 
old  Bright  farm  (now  the  Noe  place). 

The  Lincoln  County  tax  lists  of  1789  list  Henry  aright  as  a 
property  owner  ,  (These  old  tax  lists  tire  preserved  in  the  Ken¬ 
tucky  Historical  Society,  Frankfurt,  Kentucky.) 

A  number  of  grants  of  land  to  Henry  Bright  are  recorded  in 
the  old  Kentucky  land  records,  as  follows  (from  Jillson) : 

264  acres  on  Canoy  Pork,  Lincoln  County,  Kentucky,  on 
January  13,  1804; 

36  acres  oh  Hanging  Pork,  Lincoln  County,  Kentucky,  on 
June  18,  1805; 

13  acres  on  a  Pork  of  Dioks  Kiver,  Lincoln  County,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  on  February  23,  1825. 

The  United  States  Census  returns  of  Lincoln  County,  Kentucky, 
list  Henry  Bright  therein  for  the  years  1810,  1820,  1830,  1840, 
and  1853.  (The  1790  and  1800  roturns  were  destroyed  when  the 
U,  S5  Cacitol  was  burned  by  the  British  during  the  Y/ar  of  1612). 
These  records  indioate,  among  other  things,  that  Henry  Bright  was 
bom  in  the  year  1760,  and  that  he  was  a  native  of  Pennsylvania.

Besides  Henry , Bright ,  Sr.  and  his  known  descendants,  the  record, 3 
of  Lincoln  County  indicate  that  thero  were  others  of  the  name  in  the 
oounty  free  early  days  >  Likely,  Henry  Bright  was  accompanied  to 
Kentucky  by  relatives  and  others,  but  of  such  persons  no  definite 
information  has  oone  down  in  family  tradition...

JOHN  BRIGHT,  son  of  Henry  Bright,  Sr.,  and  Elizabeth 
Pope,  his  wife,  was  born  1786  in  Lincoln  County,  Kentucky;  died 
there,  1848 .He  married,  August  14,  1816,  Elizabeth  Morrison, 
daughter  of  Morrison. 

The  following  information  concerning  Capt.  John  Bright  is 
from  Mr,  Stout  Dillard's  book,  "lillard,  a  Family  of  Colonial 
Virginia,"  page  131  (quoting  Hon.  John  Turner  Lillard,  of  Bloom¬ 
ington,  Illinois,  a  descendant  of  Capt,  John  Bright): 

"John  Bright  was  born  in  1786  of  Butch  parentage.  He  was  a 
man  of  unusually  large  size ,  being  over  six  feet  in  height,  and 
his  normal  weight  being  over  350  pounds.  He  was  a  soldier  and 
Captain  in  the  War  of  1812,  and  all  of  his  after  life  was  called 
’Captain  Bright.”  He  died  in  1848.  He  was  a  man  of  social  posi¬ 
tion,  and  for  that  day,  a  rich  man.  Capt.  John  Bright’s  wife, 
Elizabeth  Uorrison  Bright,  was  of  French  descent 0  She  was  a 
tall,  strong.,  commanding  woman,  physically  find  mentally,  and 
after  her  husband’s  death  she  conducted  his  affairs,  which 
passed  to  her,  with  marked  ability  and  prosperity.  She  died 
about  1880,  at  the  ago,  I  think,  of  84."

"A  few  lines  in  our  last  issue  told  of  the  death  of  Ur0  Green- 
berry  Bright,  which  occurred  at  the  hone  of  his  son,  George 
Bright,  at  3  P.  LI.,  December  3rd,  space  at  the  hour  that  the  news 
was  received  barring  further  notioe  at  the  tine.  Death  was  the 
result  of  a  general  giving  away  of  the  vital  forces  and  it  cane 
without  struggle  or  apparent  pain.  lie  was  born  in  this  county  in 
18G3,  unking  hin  nearly  94  years  old.  In  18£6  ho  went  to  Tennessee 
to  live  and  located  at  Bolivar,  where  ho  carried  on  the  business  ef 
tanning,  and  made  considerable  uoney .  The  suue  year  that  he  went 
to  Tennessee  he  uarried  Hiss  Betty  Crisp,  Five  children  were  born 
to  than,  four  of  whou  are:  Lire  ,  Do  B.  Adana,  L2rs.  in  L.  White,  Llrs.

Dr*  James  Givens  Carpenter,  71-year-old  Stanford,  Kentucky, 
practitioner,  still  rides  horseback  for  exercise  and  visits  his 
patients  behind  a  fast  trotting  horse  .  He  devotes  seven  hours  a 
day  to  his  practice  and  the  re3t  of  the  time  is  spent  on  his  "Ken¬ 
tucky  Ranch,"  which  contains  1,150  acres  of  fertile  Bluegrass  land. 
Few  rural  communities  are  blessed  with  a  mind  as  brilliant  as 
that  of  Hr,  Carpenter,  whoso  life  has  been  devoted  to  the  reliol  of 
•  pain  and  to  tho  general  welfare  of  his  neighbors.  He  has  writt en 
hundreds  of  treatises,  papers  and  lectures,  send  is  recognized  as  an 
authority  and  has  been  honored  in  his  profession  throughout  the 
country. 

Hr .  Carpenter  was  born  August  24,  1854,  near  Hustonville,  Ky., 
son  of  Hugh  Logan  and  Elizabeth  (Bright)  Carpenter.

He  married  at  the  age  of  22  years,  Miss  Lillifn  B,  Fish,  of 
Crab  Orohard,  Ky,  Their  ohildren  are:  Lucille,  Hubert  Craig,  James 
Givens,  Jr.,  and  Josephine  Price  Carpenter.  Mrs,  Carpenter  was  a 
highly  educated  woman,  a  fine  musician,  and  considered  a  model  wife 
and  mother.  She  died  in  1919,  and  Ur.  Carpenter  was  married  the 
second  time,  in  March,  1922,  to  Miss  Liccie  Beazley,  of  Stanford, 

Ur,  Carpenter's  hobby  is  his  farm.  His  crops  of  corn,  wheat, 
oats,  tobacco  and  vegetables  are  regularly  considered  to  rank  among 
the  best  in  his  section  of  the  state,  and  his  stock  always  brings 
the  highest  prevailing  prices.  His  numerous  friends  are  of  the 
opinion  that  ho  is  making  as  much  of  a  success  as  an  agriculturist 
as  he  has  made  as  a  medical  nun ,  and  oXL  dec  Mere  him  to  be  an  enor¬ 
mous  asset  to  the  community.

For  the  past  seven  years,  Mrs .  Dixon,  (nee  Alice  Louise  Dwelle,  a 
lineal  descendant,)  and  myself  have  Been  on  the  trail  of  the  ancestry  of 
Sarah  Bright  who,  in  1805,  married  David  Culbertson  in  Lincoln  County,  Ky, 

Dr.  L.  R.  Culbertson,  in  the  second  edition  of  his  book  on  the  Culbertsons 
of  Culbertson  Row,  Pa.,  made  the  following  statement: 

"Sarhh  (Bright)  Culbertson  died  in  Bedford,  Indiana,  in  1869.  Her 
husband  died  about  1850,  in  Lincoln  County,  Kentucky.  Ho  owned  no  property. 
His  wife  inherited  her  property  frora  her  father  John  Bright  of  Kentucky. 
Family  tradition  had  it  that  David  came  from  Culbertson  Row,  Pa." 

As  to  the  date  of  Sarah’s  death,  this  statement  is  known  to  be  in 
error.  Mrs.  Kate  Rout  Stafford  of  Craw fordsville ,  Ina. ,  has  in  her  posses¬ 
sion  a  funeral  notice  published  at  Bedford,  Ind. ,  March  31,  1873,  placing 
Sarah's  death  in  the  latter  year  and  month.  I  believe  the  quoted  statement 
is  also  in  error  respecting  the  parentage  of  Sarah  B^iglrt. 

The  descendants  of  David  Culbertson  -nd  Sarah  Bright  fr.ve  been  led  on 
all  sorts  of  V7ild  goose  chases  and  into  all  sorts  of  box  canyons  and  blind 
alleys,  trying  to  find  her  father  "John  Bright”.  Another  note,  not  now  * 
indetifiable  as  to  authorship,  states  that  David  Culbertson  married  Sarah, 
daughter  of  John  and  Aim  Brito  of  Lincoln  County,  Ky. 

Mr.  Harry  W.  Mills  and  myself  have  searched  meticulously  for  many 
months  in  the  records  of  Lawrence  County,  Indiana,  Augusta  and  adjacent 
counties  of  Virginia,  tord  Lincoln  and  adjacent  counties  of  Kentucky.  We 
have  found  Sarah  Brights  .and  John  Bpig^ts.  But  we  have  fhiled  to  find  a 
Sarah,  daughter  of  John  Bright,  who  married  a  David  Culbertson.  There  was 
a  John  Bright,  Soldier  of  the  Revolution  in  Augusta  County,  Va.,  who  lurried 
Anno  Fawcett,  and  may  have  come  to  Lincoln  County,  Ky. ,  in  1779,  with  William 
McBride,  But  there  is  no  evidence  that  he  had  a  daughter  Sarah  who  married 
a  Culbertson. 

On  the  other  hand  we  have  assembled  many  not  :s  from  descendant s  of  both 
Brights  and  Culbertsons,  and  ^r.  Mills  has  uncovered  a  vast  amount  of  record 
material  (census,  marriage  and  probate)  —  all  of  which  supports  the  claim 
of  the  Bright  Clan  that  David  Culbertson  married  Sarah,  daughter  of  Henry 
Bright,  Senior,  and  Rlizabeth  Pope,  his  wife. 

Until  corroborative  evidence  is  discovered,  therefore,  I  must  conclude 
that  the  nuoted  statement  above  as  to  Sarah’s  parentage  is  in  error.  The 
thesis  presented  by  the  Lincoln  County  records  appears  to  be  the  correct  one, 
namely:  that  our  Sarah  Bright-Culbortson  was  the  oldest  daughter  of  Henry 
ight ,  Senior  (born  1760),  of  Lincoln  County,  Kentucky, 
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DAVIT)  C’JLBEhTSoN,  OF  LINCOLN  COUNTY,  KENTUCKY 


David  CulDertson  was  Dorn  Jan.  16,  1789,  at  Culbertson  Hcv;,  near 
Chanibersburg,  Cumberland  County,  Pa. 

He  was  the  son  of  Col.  Samuel  Culbertson  ana  his  second  wife, 

Elizabeth  McClay.  Samuel  Culbertson  was  born  at  Culbertson  Royj,  Pa., 

Dec.  21,  1741.  He  was  a  colonel  of  the  Cumberland  County  Militia,  American 
devolution.  He  died  February  4,  1817. 

David  was  a  grandson  of  Capt.  Alexander  Culbertson,  who  Was  born  at 
Culbertson  Row,  Ballygan,  County  Antrim,  Ireland,  May  17,  1714.  About  1730- 
1735,  he  removed  with  two  brothers  to  Pennsylvania  and  settled  in  Cumber¬ 
land  Cotin ty.  Ho  married  Margaret  Duncan,  Nov.  4,  1740.  He  was  a  captain  of 
provincial  troops,  and  was  killed  in  the  Battle  of  Bloody  Run,  near  McCord’s 
Fort,  April  2,  1756. 

Da’rid  ran  away  from  home,  nge  16,  to  Kentucky ,  where  he  married  Sarah 
Bright,  bom  about  1700,  oldest  daughter  of  Henry  Bright,  Senior,  and 
Elizabeth  Pope.  lie  was  a  tall  man  and  a  great  wrestler.  The  exact  date  of 
his  death,  between  16.30  and  1040  is  unknown.

SAMUEL  BIXLER  BRIGHT,  son  of  David,  and  Lydia  (Bixler)  Bright, 
was  born  in  Lincoln  County,  Kentucky,  Kay  31,  1630.  While  a  young 
□an,  he  emigrated  to  Indiana,  settling  in  Lawrence  County,  near  the 
town  of  Bedford.  On  July  7,  1659,  he  married  Maria  Louisa  Hamer, 
of  Mitchell,  Indiana.  She  was  born  August  26,  1641,  daughter  of 
James  and  Sophia  (Wood)  Hamer,  the  former  a  native  of  Ohio  and  the 
latter  a  native  of  North  Carolina. 

In  the  year  1860,  Samuel  Bixler  Bright,  with  hie  wife  end 
baby  son,  removed  from  Indiana  to  Ray  County,  Missouri •  The  trip 
was  made  in  a  covered  wagon.  On  the  way  to  Missouri,  they  were 
joined  by  a  party  including  William  Wade  Waters  and  his  wife,  Sarah 
(Bright)  Waters,  and  children;  William  H.  Bright,  unmarried,  and 
Margaret  (liag)  Bright,  also  unmarried,  sisters  and  brother  of 
Samuel  Bixler  Bright.

JOHN  H.  BRIGHT,  son  of  David  and  Lydia  (Bixler)  Bright,  was 
born  in  Lincoln  County,  Kentucky,  on  November  29,  1833.  Ho  married 
Susan  Margarht-  Dawson  (born  Sent.  10,  1843),  daughter  of  John  Logan 
and  Mary  Ann  (Swope)  Dawson,  on  November  20,  i860  .  The  year  186^ 
was  an  import?uit  one  for  the  sons  and  daughters  of  Dnvi  d  Bright.

For  many  years  John  H.  Bright  owned  and  operated  a  water- 
powered  grist-mill  on  Hanging  Fork  Creek  in  Line oln  County,  The  mill 
had  previously  been  in  the  Dawson  family  and  was  known  as  "Dawson's 
Mill."  Some  yetors  before  his  death,  John  H .  Bright  sold  the  mill 
property,  dwelling  house  and  farm  on  Hanging  Fork  and  retired  to  a 
smaller  place  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town  of  Stanford,  The  mill 
formerly  owned  by  Ur.  Bright,  in  later  years,  having  outlived  its 
usefulness,  was  torn  down. 

John  Bright,  the  miller,  was  known  as  "Black  John"  Bright  -  to 
distinguish  him  from  a  cousin,  "Red  John"  Bright  (son  of  Capt.  John 
Bright).  The  one  had  jet  black  hair,  the  other  had  red  hair, 

"Black  John"  Bright  was  even-tempered  and  unassuming;  he  was 
well  liked  and  respected  by  all  wTho  knew  him.  Ho  and  his  wife  were 
members  of  and  regularly  attended  the  Christian  ( C^Lipbelli te ) 

Church,  He  died  on  January  28,  1909,  in  his  76th  year.  His  wiaow 
survived  him  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century;  she  was  in  her  91st 
year  when  she  passed  to  the  Great  Beyond  on  January  6,  1934,

SILAS  C.  H0BI1JS0N,  This  gentleman  is  a  native  of  Kentucky, 
lie  was  born  October  24,  183£.  His  father,  Lliohael  Hobinson,  was 
a  native  of  Virginia,  He  was  born  December  14,  18C4,  and  died 
December  £7,  1861,  His  mother,  Margaret  Hobinson,  was  born  in 
Kentucky,  on  April  1,  181£,  and  is  still  living-  in  that  state  at

Our  subject  livod  in  Kentucky  until  after  he  had  acquired 
hiB  education  and  attained  manhood's  estate.

Henry  Bright,  Jr.,  was  the  youngest  of  11  children  horn  to 
Henry  Bright,  Sr.,  and  Elizabeth  Pope,  his  wife,  in  Lincoln  County, 
Kentucky.  He  was  horn  January  15,  1809,  and  married  Lucretia  Green¬ 
wood,  April  5,  1830. 

Ten  children  were  born  to  this  union,  the  first  in  1831,  the 
last  in  1848.  They  were  all  Bern  in  Lincoln  County,  Ky.  About 
1864,  Henry  Bright,  Jr,,  and  his  family  removed  to  Laurence  County, 
Ind.  There  he  became  well  known  as  "Hurry”  Bright.  He  died  after 
1884,  exact  date  not  being  known  to  the  compiler.  The  children, 
whose  records  are  given  on  the  following  pages,  and  the  order  of 
their  births  as  shown  by  Lincoln  County  census  returns,  were: 

Sarah,  Greenberry,  Nancy,  William  Richard,  Martha,  America,  Mary, 
Amanda,  Catherine,  and  John. 


THE  GREENWOOD  PhLtlLY. 


Bartlett  Greenwood,  a  Soldier  of  the  American  Revolution,  was 
hern  in  Char  lotto  County,  Va . ,  July  18,  1764.  His  wife,  Nancy  Suh- 
lett,  of  Campbell  County,  Va.,  was  horn  Sept.  13,  1768  .  They  were 
married  in  Campbell  County,  Va.,  Oct.  11,  1785. 

Bartlett  Greenwood  sorved  in  the  Company  of  Cc.pt  •  James  Gunn, 
Virginia  Continental  Line,  from  177  7  to  the  end  ox  the  War.  He  left 
hie  father’s  h«mc  in  Charlotte  County,  Va.,  and  went  to  Hillsboro, 

N.  C,,  enlisting  in  the  regiment  of  Col.  Anthony  White .  His  regi¬ 
ment  was  engf^ged  in  the  Battle  at  York  town  that  culminated  in  the 
Surrender  of  Cornwallis.
